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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regard to claim 1, the examiner disagrees 
with the applicant that Hymas does not teach automatically. The examiner is aware that the Hymas reference does not state the word 
automatically. However the examiner is interpreting the programable CAS downloading the files step from a user as being automatic. In 
figure 4, the user does define the state or event (operating characteristics) for telephone protocol, but user is physical connected to CAS. In 
fact the user is at a workstation (not the CAS) writing the file for CAS. So now, when the CAS downloads the files, determine the 
operating characterisitic based on the user requirements , and it responds accordingly. So whenever a user decides to define an event, the 
CAS can download it at any given time, which the examiner views as automatically determines step. 

With regard to claim 15, the examiner disaggrees with the applicant that the combination o Cannon, Oran, and Hyams fails to show that a 
gateway is configured to send a set of signals to each handset. The applicant argues that Hymas only sends out signals to the PBX, 
however the examiner addressing this in Cannon and Oran, where gateway holds the PBX and the gateway's interface connects with the 
telephone handsets unlike what Hyams teaches when a gateway connects to just the PBX. In response to applicant's arguments against 
the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references.Thus the combination of Cannon, Oran, Hyams can send out the Line signal Definition signals to the telephone 
handset as cited in the final rejection. Since the applicant cited the same reasons for allowance for claims 19 and 34 as discussed in claims 
1 and 15, the examiner maintains rejections for same reason listed above. 

Therefore, the examiner will enter the amendment to claim 17 for the typographical error, but the rejection to claims 1-19 and 34-46 still 
stands. 
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
